This amendment is responsive to the Office Action dated October 20, 2003 for which a three- 
month period for response was given. 

The status of the claims is as follows: 

In the claims 

1. (previously presented) An isolated human uroplakin II (UPII) transcriptional regulatory 
element (TRE) comprising nucleotides 2028 to 2239 of SEQ ID NO:1 , wherein said TRE exhibits 
urothelial cell-specific activity. 

2. (previously presented) The UPII TRE of claim 1 , comprising nucleotides 1647 to 2239 of 
SEQIDNO:1. 

3. (previously presented) The UPII TRE of claim 1 , comprising nucleotides 1 223 to 2239 of 
SEQ ID. NO: 1. 

4. (previously presented) The UPII TRE of claim 1 , comprising nucleotides 1 to 2239 of SEQ 
ID NO:1. 

5. (previously presented) The UPII TRE of claim 1 comprising nucleotides 430 to 2239 of 
SEQIDNO:1. 
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
